He said that the 
Saturday afternoon holiday and Sunday 
should be enjoyed by the men, and would 
if more time was allowed to unload 
the cars. 

Edward KE. Stackpole, representing the 
produce interests, said that-on the basis 
of the 48-hour rule be thought produce 
men ought to have the benefit of the 
bunching and weather rules. Ag an il- 
lustration he cited a case of a few days 
ago, where 17 cars were shipped in four 
days. They were bunched on the rail- 
road and when they finally reached their 
destination only four of the cars could be 
unloaded in a day and the consignee had 
to pay demurrage on the other 13 cars 
which were obliged to wait to be un- 
loaded. 

Mr. Stackpole declared that he could 
conceive of nothing that could be done 
by the receivers to unload the cars any 
faster. He said it cost the potato deal- 
ers between $8000 and $10,000 a year 
for demurrage on the Boston & Maine

Savs Should Be Abolished. 


SENDS IN MESSAGE 


Declares That It Should Con- 
sider All Grade Crossigg 
Questions and Save the 
State $10,000 a Year. 


In a message to the Legislature today 
Governor reiterated his contention 
that the board of railroad commissioners 
should be abolished and that its fune- 
tions should be turned over to a_ publie 
utilities board which shall devote its 
entire time to the service of the state. 

The Governor refuses to approve an in- 
crease of $2500 in this vear’s appropria- 
tions for the commissioners, but says 
that he will sanction an appropriation 
of $71,900, the same as last year’s ap- 
propriation.

“Mr. Scovell finds that when a rail- 
road petitions for a right to increase its 
capital, the investigation which the com- 
missioners conduct into the merits of 
such petition is inadequate; that they do 
not require sufficient detail of aceounts 
from the railroad corporations in regard 
to such capitalization, and that they do 
not effectively supervise and control the 
annual returns of such corporations. 

“I regard the present methods of charg- 
ing the cost of the commission against 
the corporation which it is expected to 
control as a vicious method which should 
be done away with. 

“In any event these costs have to be 
met ultimately by the public, and | 
think they should be so charged directly 
and not indirectly.” ‘

the progress of humanity the world over. 
[It is not too much to hope that this is 
the entering wedge to universal .peace. 

“This meeting records the most im- 
portant victory in the relation between 
England and America.” 

The resolution to be moved today 
as follows: 

“The meeting of the citizens of Lon- 
don assembled in Guildhall cordially 
welcomes the proposal of the President 
of the United States of America in 
favor of a general treaty of arbitration 
between that country and the British 
empire, and pledges its support to the 
principle of such a treaty as serving the 
highest interests of the two nations and 
as tending to promote the peace of the 
world.” 

Premier Ward of New Zealand 
urged the agreement on behalf of Eng- 
land’s dependencies. “It is unnecessary 
for me to say,” he said, “that the pro- 
posed compact is without menace to 
the rest of mankind. It is not even 
an offensive and defensive alliance, but 
an agreement that simply rules out war 
over a vast area.” “ 

Other speakers, including Conserva- 
tive Leader Balfour, followed the premier, 
{at the conclusion of which the premier 
j|moved the resolution in favor of the 
treaty of arbitration, which was adopt- 
ed amid scenes of the. greatest en- 
thusiasm. 

In seconding the resolution Mr. Bal- 
four said he was convinced that public 
opinion in both England and America 
was ripe for such agreement. To 
make and tben an agree- 
ment, he said, damaging 
blow to civilization generations to 
come, 

Mr. Balfour said that lhe did not 
lieve the agreement would make it pos- 
sible to reduce armaments immediately, 
but that this should not diminish the 
British zeal for fulfilling the peace 
ideal.

BELIEF BILL SOUGHT. 
IN ASSESSMENT FOR 
CHARLES RIVER BASIN 


Urging the passage of a bill to give 
relief in the case of the assessment for 
Charles river basin, which comes this 
year under the apportionment of the 
commission just made, W. S. Slocum, 
city solicitor, Mayor Hatfield of New- 
ton, A. E. Worthing, counsel for Wey- 
mouth, and Judge Cutler appearing for 
Revere, were before the committee on 
metropolitan affairs today. 

Mr. Slocum, who acted as spokesman, 
said that the accumulation of the last 
six years is coming upon the district for 
the work that has been going on. 

There is apportioned for interest and 
sinking funds for this basin alone, $673.- 
200, and for maintenance $127,571, mak- 
ing a total of more than $800,000 to 
be put upon the cities and towns of 
the district in this one year. 

In order that the burden shall not be 
too great the bill which they ask to be 
enacted provides that about 85 per cent 
of this assessment may be funded by the 
cities and towns. 

The assessment on the city of Newton 
for Charles river basin this year will be 
$14,727 for interest and sinking fund re- 
quirements and $4425 for maintenance. 
Under the bill proposed the city 
can fund about $12,000 of this, 
leaving a balance to be met this 
year of about $2000 for interest and 
sinking fund requirements and $4000 for 
maintenance, which the city can take 
care of, 

Mr. Slocum said that préeedent is 
found for this in the acts of 1902, when 
the Legislature granted similar relief to 
the cities and towns when the accum- 
ulated’ cost of the’ metropolitan water 
and sewage district was then- appor- 
tioned.

A large part of the credajt therefor is 
given Mayor J. Kdward Barry, who rec- 
ommended the creation of such a com- 
mission in his inaugural address. 

Just at this time, when industrial 
property valued at hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars is being erected near 
the river front, and when every effort 
is being made to induce other manufac- 
turers to locate in the-city, the move 
of the board is considered most timely. 
The proposition has yet to be acted 
upon by the common council, but as that 
branch of the city council 1s Democratic 
it is believed that it will act in accord 
with the Democratic executive. 

The commission will consist of six un- 
paid mfémbers—one named from the Cit- 
izens ‘Trade Association, which is made 
up of several hundred Cambridge busi- 
ness men; one from the Cambridge Tax- 
payers Association, comprising upward 
of 1000 property owners; one from the 
Harvard Square Business Men’s Asso- 
ciation; one from the Cambridge Cen- 
tral Labor Union; also a citizen to be 
appointed by the mayor; together with 
a member of the city council, who is to 
be Councilman F. W. Norris, a prom- 
inent real estate dealer. 

An order accompanied the one creat- 
ing the commission, favoring appropria- 
tion of $1000 to defray its expenses.

CHINA’S TANGLED CURRENCY 
WILL HAVE NEW AID BY LOAN 


Imperial Edict Approves Scheme by Which Standard 


broke her back against 


Coin Throughout Empire Will Be Silver Dollar of 


the Same Weight and Fineness as the Mexican. 


WASHINGTON—With the recent sig 
natures of the contract for the loan of 
$50,000,000 to China by American, RBrit- 
ish, German and French bankers, it is 
hoped that relief has come to the m»st 
confused currency in the world, and a 
“tiost vexatious obstacle to the trans- 
action of business, , 

China agrees, as part of the contract, 
to install a currency system worthy of 
the name. Until the eighties of the 
Jast century, China had no silver cvin- 
age. The copper, or more: propetly, the 
brass cash, was the only national coin. 
Silver was used in the lump by we ght, 
the unit of weight being known to for 
eigners as the tael, and to the Chinese 
as the liang, the equal roughly speaking, 
to 1 1-3 ounces avoirdupois. 

The weight of the liang, however, and 
varied 
in every city of the empire, and, to add 
to the confusion, Mexican and Spanish 
dollars were also in use in certain locali- 
ties. 

About 1887 the Chinese provincial gov- 


have a iimited circulation.

outside the port of issue. 

All this has produced great confusion, 
and burdened trade with endless charges 
for exchange, and th« difficulties have 
been increased by the fluctuation in the 
gold value of the silver. 

The United States government has 
been -consulted a number of times by 
China during recent years in regard to 
eurrency reform which would relieve the 
situation. In 1903 a treaty was signed 
in whfch China agreed to provide a uni- 
form national comage. 

In 1904, at the request of China, Prof. 
J. W. Jenks of Cornel] University, and 
a member of the commission on inter- 
national exchange, was sent’ to Peking 
by the American government. Professor 
Jenks studied the monetary situation in 
~China for 18 months,.and his recommen- 
dations were accepted. 

However, after his retuyn to the 
United States a ‘change of sentiment ap- 
peared. Various substitute schemes 
were presented, but none adopted until 
last May, when an imperial edict ap- 
.peared approving a plan. 

The standard coin is to be of silver, 
of the same weight and fineness as the 
Mexican dollar. The’ fractional pieces 
in silver wil] be the dime, the quarter, 
and the half dollar, and subsidiary coins. 
In addition-to these will be a nickel five 
cent piece, and in copper the mill, five

EDITORIAL 


Boston, Mass., Friday, April 28, 1911 


THE situation on the Republican side of the 
United States Senate is an extremely crit- 
ical one. A section of the majority of the 
chamber, large enough to hold the balance 
of power and discontented enough to be, 
at least, tempted to throw its strength ovey 
to the common enemy, is struggling as a 
faction for recognition, which the larger 
section of the majority is unwilling to grant. 
Matters have been leading up to the present 
crisis for the last four years. Certain United States senators, pro- 
fessedly ‘Republican and elected by Republican legislatures to sit 
and to act with the Republicans in the Senate, during this period 
have been differing more or less widely and more or less positively 
with their associates on questions of party policy. These senators 
are sometimes known as insurgents, sometimes as progressives. 

As progressives they have favored in’ the past certain pro- 
nounced departures from Republican traditions. By reason of their 
attitude in this respect they have been given, and they have accepted, 
the name of radicals. They have seemed at times to be utterly 
uncompromising in their purpose to bring about reform of admin- 
istration, reform of the method of electing senators, reform of 
the tariff. There is hardly a question that the country was with 
them throughout the agitation which they carried on with these 
ends supposedly in view in the state conventions, 1n the state cam- 
paigns, on the lecture platform and in the Senate. 

It must be admitted, however, that their recent course has 
been rather disappointing to the people. In their struggle for con- 
trol of the Senate, political advantage seems to overshadow all 
other considerations. They are manifesting too much regard for 
1912, not enough for the opportunities of 1911. The controversy 
over committeeships leaves the impression, somehow, that a bargain 
might be struck, if the standpatters would consent, whereby, in 
return for°control of the chamber, reciprocity and tariff reform in 
eeneral would be allowed to go by the board. 

The ‘regulars do not want reciprocity or the farmers’ free list 
or anything else in that line; but much less do thev propose to turn 
over the Senate and, practically, the party to the progressives. The 
latter may stick to the party standard, or they may help the Dem- 
ocratic minority to pass the reciprocity bill, the tarmers’ free list 
bill and whatever other Democratic measures may be put forward 
during the special session, or during the existence of the present 
Congress. It might, perhaps, be said with truth that, viewing a 
split as inevitable, the regulars are more disposed to encourage it 
at this time than to retard it, because, 1f it should come now, the 
insurgents would be compelled to assume responsibility for Dem- 
ccratic success or failure. | 

In the last presidential campaign, when face to face with the 
proposition, Senator Cummins of lowa decided that his duty lay 
with the Republican party and not with the Democratic party. In 
the event of an open breach in the Republican senatorial ranks. it 
will be interesting to see how many of the progressives will risk 
future partizan discipline for present opinion or advantage. 

Like the Democrats, the progressives are on trial. Thev will 
be judged finally not by anything they have said in the past. no 
matter how bravely it was said, or by anything they may threaten 
in the present, but by what they do. 
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THERE is, after all, nothing so very encouraging in the 
announcement that the soft-coal men, as distinguished from the 
monopolistic hard-coal men, are “cutting prices to get business.” 
This sort of thing has led more than once to cutting wages to 
cut prices to get business. 
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THe American Pacific coast, from San 
Diego to Seattle, will be aroused from its 
more or less justifiable state of  self- 
complacency when it shall have taken in 
the full meaning of the report made to the 
state department by United States Consul 
Francis M. Mansfield of Toulon, with rela- 
tion to. flower production and flower dis- 
tribution in southern France. The Pacific 
coast has at once surprised and pleased the 
world with its beautiful floral festivals. It may be said that the 
great national flower garden of this country stretches from the 
Mexican border in the far Southwest to the Canadian border in 
the far Northwest. The entire coast in the season is a study in all 
the shades and tints of beauteous color. Not to particularize too 
extensively, Portland is a dream from the vale of Cashmere when 
the Oregon roses are in bloom. 
western people know much about flowers in the pot, in the bouquet 
and in the basket, but only those who know the Pacific coast can 
know much about flowers by the ton. 

All this is very well in itself, but what Toulon does is a little 
bit out of the common. That is to say, Toulon sends out a spe- 
cial train every night during the winter months, called the Rapide 
des Fleurs, which is literally loaded down with flowers. This train 
1uns when complete in the general direction of Paris, but a svstem 
of distribution is carried on from practically all the stations along 
the route. ‘Thus, from the trunk line flowers are sent on to Frank- 
tort, Berlin, Munich, Brussels, or connection is made with trains 
running to more remote continentaF points or, by way of Calais, 
with the boat for Ingland and by rail for the principal cities of 
the British isles. 

The Pacific coast has flowers to spare every season, millions 
oi flowers to spare, and whether it could supply the rest of the 
country 1s only a question of increased culture. However this may 
he, it will be seen at once that a flower train somehow takes rank 
of a flower festival, mainly perhaps, because, while the flower fes- 
tival is local, the flower train may be continental. 

It is about seventy-two hours from Portland or San Fran- 
cisco or Los Angeles to Chicago. By ordinary train, it is about 
twenty-six hours from Chicago to the eastern seaboard. In other 
words, the time between the Pacific coast and the Atlantic coast 
at present is a little more than four days. This is too long a 
trip for a flower train, unless great expense is undertaken for the 
refrigeration of the freight. To make Pacific coast flower trains 
popular and, therefore, successful, they should be Rapides des 
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Mleurs with all that the term implies. Or it may be that we shall 
have to wait for the three-mile-a-minute Pacific coast flower-laden 
eeroplane. It is evident that we shall have to wait for something, 
but in the meantime it will do no harm if the Pacific coasters shall 
think over that Toulon-Paris flower train with the view of mak- 
ing something out of it that will be serviceable in the upbuilding 


of home industry.

[tr HAS become so noticeable as to arouse 
comment among close observers: that the 
average speaker in Congress, whether Demo- 
crat or Republican, high tariff or low tariff, 
free trade or protection advocate, at some 
point in the course of his remarks, and ftre- 
quently in eloquent peroration, makes a 
touching plea in behalf of the farmer. To 
the superficial it nnght seem from this that 
the farmer, whose fifteen years’ continuous : 
stretch of prosperity has been heralded far and near, has suddenly 
met with a serious reverse. Such is not the case, .however, and jt 1s 
doubtful if any considerable number of farmers are giving encour- 
agement or countenance to the effort now making to drag them as a 
class into economic or political controversy. 

The census bulletins with relation to agriculture are presenting 
facts at this time which show that no branch of American industry 
has prospered more generally than farming during the decade ending 
with 1910. Farm values have increased everywhere. This is as true 
of the older as of the younger states. T‘arm lands in Massachusetts, 
for instance, show an increase in value during the decade of 21 per 
In different parts of the West it has run up to 40, 60, even 100 
The advance fas been more remarkable still out on what 
were once euphoniously described as “our arid plains.” On some of 
these “arid plains,” notably in Colorado, the gains are 285 per cent 
for land and buildings and 170 per cent for the average acre price. 

Now, all this has been going on right in the face of the fact 
that during the decade Canada had been opening its western provinces 
te the American as well as to the European immigrant. The 
increased production consequent upon the cultivation of mullions 
of acres of new soil affected neither the value of farm products 
nor the value of farm lands throughout the older areas. On the 
contrary, lands in all parts of the country have been steadily advance- 
‘ng in value, and we have only just ceased to complain of the 
exorbitant prices commanded for all sorts of farm products. 

The American farmer is more prosperous today than he has 
ever been before in the history of the country.. His prosperity, more- 
over, is not due to chance conditions. He 1s, taken at the average, 
« more skilful farmer and a better business man than he has been 
1. the past. He knows more of the law of supply and demand. 
It does not appear that he is inviting the solicitude that is being 
directed toward him just now. [Tle is concerned as deeply as all 
other. classes of citizens:in the settlement of- questions before the 
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country, but no more so.

Some 
of these entertainments have been worthy of commendation; and, 
on the whole, the garden has served a purpose, and served it as 
well as could have been reasonably expected in the circumstances. 
Private venture and private management are not always conducive 
to public interests when the object in view is the making of money 
from attractions presented on the large scale called for by Madison 
Square Garden. , ° 

The people of every great city need a great assembly building 
that belongs to them; a structure in which, under proper municipal 
restrictions, they may proceed to entertain themselves. I¢very great 
city needs a people's palace. Madison Square Garden has capacity

enough to acconimodate great crowds, such crowds as may be easily 


brought together in New York. The metropolis of the country 
may now, 1f it likes, set an example, independent of, or in asso- 
ciation with, private philanthropy, calculated to encourage civic 
enterprise along similar lines throughout the nation. 

The masses of the people in the great cities complain, perhaps 
rightfully, that they are debarred unnecessarily and: unjustly from 
advantages conferred without question, and often without. price, 
upon the few. Among these advantages is the privilege of free 
and frequent social intercourse. The well-to-do may make choice 
of numerous places of meeting; the poor are.too often driven to 
the streets, to vacant lots or, worse still, to resorts whereof the 
influence is at least questionable. If the great cities go no farther, 
why should they not at least go far enough to enable the masses 
of the working people to take measures for their own entertain- 
ment? With freedom of intercourse would come naturally freedom 
of speech, and both would be conducive to the freedom and eventual 
uplifting of thought.

THE, tables appear to be somewhat turned in the Senate. At 
least, there are times when it looks as if it were the regulars who 
were insurging. 
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KveENtTS in Morocco are so shaping them- 
selves that Europe would perhaps be little 
surprised by the calling of another confer- 
ence similar in purpose to that held at 
Algeciras five years ago the present month. 
The causes that led up to that conference, 
participated in by seven ambassadors and 
twelve ministers plenipotentiary, have 
become historic, so that it is merely neces- 
sary in the present instance to refer to them 
as almost identical with Moroccan conditions of today. Then, as 
now, France .was cofisidered nominally the pacificator of the rebel- 
lious tribes of Morocco. But Algeciras produced little more than 
the maintenance of the status quo in the African northwest. Since 
the conference in the small Spanish town, no European government 
has cared to do much more than to allow conditions to drift along. 
Asva result anarchy rules Morocco, until now it is apparent that 
delay is hazardous. In other words, it looks as if Europe must take 
a hand. ye . 

France, Spain and Italy have their respective spheres of control 
in northwest Africa. Getmany owns no territory there. The Ger- 
man Weltpolitik, however, looks beyond the immediate poss€ssions 
of the empife. It mhay be remembered that the downfall of Del- 
casse, who held the French foreign portfolio at the time, followed 
Emperor William's visit to. Tangier, when, in that memorable 
speech. which stirred Eutope to its depth, the German ruler virtually 
announced that the Sultan of Morocco was under his protection. 

French newspapers of the class represented by the Journal des 
Dehats admit that the situation is far from reassuring. Still, it 1s 
believed that the Franco-German agreement of 1909 will prevent 
misunderstandings like those which arose previous to the Algeciras 
conference. -Pan-German enthusiasts, of course, may be tempted 
to bestir themselyes: but, with M. Cruppi as the foreign minister 
of France and M. Cambon as the ambassador at Berlin, sporadic 
attempts at upsetting the diplomatic balance can hardly prove suc-' 
cessful. Germany's colonial ambition will unquestionably - remain 
within such limits as will insure peaceful relations between the 
powers. Thgre may be a natural yearning to share in Moroccan. 
territory, but, it is apparent that France and Spain have made the 
ereater sacrifices in northwest Africa. The Algeciras conference 
decided that there should be no pressure brought to bear in the> 
policing of Morocco. But the agreement of 1909 went further 
when Germany recognized the special political interests of France. 
There is no doubt that the French government will take eare of 
its end of the bargain, particularly the German stipulation for fav- 
orable treatment of its commercial enterprises, as agreed to by 
hoth powers:

There are children and teachers, he thinks, who may _ be 
entitled to a» vacation, but they need it as much in the* winter as 
in the summer-time. Teachers in plenty can be had for swmmef 
schools. ‘Twelve week's of summer training will fit the children 
for the thirty-six weeks of the regular school year far better than 
idleness. 

The experiment is to be-tried out this summer in Cleveland. 
It will be watched with great interest everywhere. If successful, 
it will solve a great problem for many thousands of parents; it 
may mean the difference between success and failure to many thou- 
sands of children.
